The  bill  of  the  Suburban  Electric 
Light  aud  Power  Company  for  the 
post  six  months  was  presented, 
amounting  to  $4,249.46,  together 
with  a  communication  from  Dudley 
Farrand,  the  Assistant  Generali  Man¬ 
ager  of  Ibis  Company,  in  which  be 
stated  that  he  hoped  the  Committee 
would  consider  this  bill  favorably  aud 
remit  tbe  full  amount  without  delay.

Mr.  Farraud  informed  Committee- 
nura  Lawrence  that  he  would  furnish 
a  book  iu  which  to  enter  complaints* 
and  that  the  Company  would  consid¬ 
er  it  a  favor  if  the  people  would 
promptly  notify  tht  police  of  any 
lights  that  were  not  burning. 

Mr.  Lawrence  informed  the  Cum- 
inittee  that  the  Liberty  Street  bridge 
over  the  Morris  canal  was  in  used  of 
repairs.  Superintendent  Oakes  was 
present  and  said  that  Director  Me 
Go  wan  of  the  Board  of  Freeholders 
promised  to  attend  to  this  matter 
some  time  ago. 

Chairman  Stout  read  a  communica¬ 
tion  from  President  Sheppard  of  the 
Orange  Water  Company,  iu  regard  to 
tbe  use  of  water  for  puddling  trenches 
for  house  sewer  connections.  Mr. 
Stout  ha«l  a  conference  with  Mr. 
Shepard  and  informed  him  that  one 
dollar  was  a  fair  price  for  the  water 
used  for  this  purpose.  The  Water 
Company  are  willing  to  accept  this 
offer,  provided  the  water  shall  l>e 
used  only  during  working  hours,  that 
no  fire  hydrants  shall  be  used,  and 
that  the  water  shall  be  used  to  fill  in 
to  tbe  fence  line,  for  a  compensation 
of  $1.

The  arflcl  ;.;  disposed  of  iu  this  way 
comprise  boxes  of  splendid  peaches  and 
other  fruits,  soap,  flowers  in  great  va¬ 
riety,  plui.ts  aud  the  beautiful  po in¬ 
set  ti  a,  tdrVys  and  other  live  stock, 
game  in  season,  fish,  dates,  »  gr**at  va¬ 
riety  of  ornaments,  cunning  devices  in 
clocks,  furniture,  etc. 

There  iff  another  side  to  the  picture. 
The  eastern  hawker  would  not  be  con¬ 
tent  with  the  mere  gamble  for  a  lucky 
number  without  exercising  liis  natural 
ingenuity.  While  he  is  talking  to  a 
would  be  “flatterer”  he  drops  his  hand 
into  the  bag  aud  begins  shaking  up  the 
numbers.  These,  it  should  be  explained, 
are  made  up  in  batches  of  tens  and 
twenties,  which  are  composed  of  a 
slightly  different  qualities  of  pajier.

Tobacco  an  KMcatial. 

In  a  general  order  issued  recently  the 
president  virtually  reoognizes  tobacco 
us  an  article  essential  to  the  well  being 
aud  sustenance  of  the  Boldier  m  times 
of  great  exertiou,  as  well  as  in  times  of 
peace  and  roatlne.  The  order,  which 
emanates  from  tbe  war  department, 
reads  as  follows; 

“Under  the  authority  vested  in  him 
by  section  1148,  revised  statutes,  the 
president  hereby  establishes  an  emer¬ 
gency  ration  for  troops  operating  for 
short  periods  under  circumstances  whioh 
require  them  to  depend  upon  supplies 
carried  upon  tbeir  persons.  Its  compo¬ 
nent  parts  are  as  follows:  Bacon,  10 
ounces;  hard  bread,  16  ounces;  pea  meal, 

4  ounces,  or  as  equivalent  iu  approved 
material  for  making  soup; coffee,  roast¬ 
ed  and  ground,  2  ounces,  or  tea,  half  an 
onnoe;  saccharin,  4  grains;  salt.  .64 
ounoe;  pepper,  .4  ounce;  tobacco,  halfao 
ounce.  ” 

Tbe  secretary  of  war  directs  riigt  this 
emergency  ration  be  resorted  to  only  ou 
occasions  arising  in  active  operations 
when  tbe  use  of  tbe  regularly-ustablisb- 
ed  ration  may  be  impracticable;  that, 
although  its  nutritive  qualities  permit 
its  use  on  half  allowance,  it  will  not  be 
so  used  except  in  caBes  of  overruling  ne¬ 
cessity  and  never  for  a  longer  period 
than  ten  days,  and  that  not  more  than 
five  days’  emergency  rations  be  carried 
on  the  person  at  one  time. 

By  order  of  tbe  secretary  of  war,  tba 
subsistence  department  will  provide 
tough  paraffin  paper  for  wrapping  the 
bacon;  will  fprnish  bard  bread  in  grease¬ 
proof  packages  the  pea  meal  in  cylin¬ 
drical  packages,  and  the  coffee,  tea, 
saccharin,  salt,  pepper  and  tobacco  *■ 
suitable  packages.— Washington  Star.
